fiom the stage. Living persons and events were repre- 
seuted by actors, in masks made to resemble the fea- 
tures of the persons who were to be satirized or landed. 
Names were not even suppressed. This method of rid- 
icaling or abusing living men was av improvement 
"pon original comedy, which was nothing more, if we 
understand it, than baffooning and reviling the specta- 
tors from a cart. Perhaps the senseless and oft repeat- 
ed jargon and gagzing of the Pilly Button of a Circus, 
comes to the performances of such a corps, than 
any other instance we could adduce. 

After comedy became regular in its plan, and was 
translated from a cart to an edifice appropriated to Dra- 
matic representation, thé stage became as we have stat- 
ed above, the andixguised censor of living men and pas- 
sing events. And not only mortals, but the heathen de- 
ities thenselves were permitted to be carricatured on the 
Suge, if there was redeeming wit enongh to induce the 
audience to tolerate the impiety. In oue of these pieces 
Mercary descends among mankind, and offers his ser: 
vices as a menial, rather than return to Heaven. The 
priest of Jupiter determines to quit the services of that 
deity, because sacrifi-es had become so few and far be- 
tween, that it was next to impossible to live upon his 
perquisites. The. drift of this piece, itis easy enough 
to perceive, was to reproach the Athenians with the 
‘ukewarmness of their worship, though such an intent
